When the mine owners announce that 


ihey are about to resume operations in the 
anthracite district or assert {that they can 
reopen the collieries any day they choose, 
they deceive nobody who is acquainted 
with the conditions under which mines are 
worked in Pennsylvania; Least of all do 
they fool the strikers. They could import 
any number of laborers willing to work for 
such wages as they choose to pay, but 
if they had half a million men of that sort 
ut their command and all tho protection 
tho State and Federal governments are 
capable of giving, they could not reopen 
tho mines. Ooal mining can be done in 
this state only by skilled miners holding 
certificates from the State attesting their 
qualifications and sbowing that they have 
served two years' apprenticeship. 
The 


certificated miners control the situation, 
and until they are ready to break the 
strike it is idla to talk of reopening the 
mines in a day. 
•*, 


Moreover, not one of the closed mines 


can be re-opened for the extraction of coal 
until it has been inspected and reported as 
saf a by a State Inspector of Mines. In' 
spector Stein, of the Shcnandoah district, 
states that nearly all of the thirty-six 
mines in his jurisdiction have been dam- 
aged to an unknown extent by rising 
water, cave-ins, falling timber and so on 
and no inspections have been made since 
the strike began. It would require two 
months' work in most oases to repair the 
mines and get them Into condition safe 
for operation.

Shenandoah district have been abandoned 
permanently.

ures, the average liability to each default 
was much smaller than in any correspond- 
ing month of any year during the decade. 
There were 825 suspensions in July, 1902, 
involving a total indebtedness of $6,932,- 
851. In the same month last year failures 
numbered 697, with liabilities of $7,035,- 
933, and in July, 1900 there were 973 de- 
faults for $9,771,775. Although the cap- 
ital invested has been rapidly expanding 
in recent years, there is no commensurate 
rise in the defaulted indebtedness." In 
the eventful month of July, 1896, when 
Mr. Bryan was nominated for the Presi- 
dency, the failures numbered 1,136, with 
liabilities of $15,501,095.

natural stores of fuel which are indispens- 
able to civilized society. 


If the strike were to end today but very 


little coal could be taken out for two or 
three months, and the-output could not 
be brought up to the normal product this 
year. 
When winter comas the disastrous 


effects of the closing of tbe mines will be 
felt, and high prices will make the people 
realize what monopoly of natural re- 
sources means. Then, perhaps, it will be 
seen more clearly that the corporations 
holding the monopoly of anthracite coal 
have been utterly contemptuous of public 
rights, regardless of their obligations, 
false to their trust and wantonly destruc- 
tive in their abuse of the privileges con- 
ferred upon them by society. 


The Springfield Republican, which is 


neither an Anarchist nor a Socialist organ, 
declares that persistence by tbe corpora- 
tions in their present attitude would mean 
revolution and an uprising of the people 
to compel the opening of the mines even 
at the muzzle of the rifle. The declara- 
tions seems somewhat exaggerated, but 
after all there is eqcial, if not greater 
reason, for using the military power of 
the State to compel mine owners to re- 
spect public rights as for calling out mili- 
tia to safeguard the right of the individ- 
ual to work. The Republican goes on to 
eay: 
"If the mine owners can open their mine 
—can get help outside of tbe strikers in 
adequate measure—it is their duty to do 
so. If they cannot, it is their duty to 
meet the demands of the strikers or to 
submit the dispute to arbitration; as the 
strikers are willing to do. One course or 
tbe other must speedily be taken in the 
absence of a breaking down of the strike. 
If it ie not taken, the public will be 
moved to take the mines under condem- 
nation proceedings, and enter upon their 
operation on public account." 


It is plain that the operators cannot 


open their mines without the help of the 
United Mine Workers, and they must 
either come to terms speedily or run the 
risk of losing tbe privileges which the 
inblic has permitted them to assume.'
